Wc cannot subscribe lo ibo doctrine 
laid down in tho above extract, taken 
from the Kingston llerafd and Adver- 
tiser of last week, simply because il woald 
be unjust. The Count/ of York, with 
her 60,000 inhabitant*, never borrowed 
a fraction from the Government, and 
shoold not, therefore, have her tea, eogar, 
&o., "indircctl/" taxed, becauw of the 
rcckl'Esnc&s of Ilamillon, Cobourg, Port 
Hope, and other defaulting municipali- 
ties. It is all well enough to talk about 
"stimulating homo industry by accumu- 
lating capital;" but where 19 the justice 
tbat compels the consumer lo pay far 
more fur an article at home than he can 
purchase il for abroad, pimply for the 
advantage of the manufacturer 1 But 
what is <o bo tho naluro of tho tine qua 
nan I Does our cotemporar/ mean by 
tbia. that tbe Government should make a 
proportionate grant (p all municipalities c 
If so what ia to be gained by pa;ing^hc 
Government twenty or thirty per cent, 
for collecting moneys from solvent mu- 
nicipalities, to be paid back agaia iu the 
shape of a grant? Yet (his appears lo 
be the idea of a ' c at'iie qua non" by 
our cotemporar/. If a " general prin- 
ciple of jualtoe " is to be acted upoo, any 
measure calculated »to make solvent cor- 
porations afiist in paying the debts of 
(•peculating municipalities, will be at va* 
riance with that principle — calculated lo 
deceive — and grievously burdensome, ai 
well as ibanifealry unfair lo those corpo- 
rations thus far abstaining from borrow- 
ing* frorrr the Loan Fund, and who have 
kept ilur expenditures within their in- 
come. We would b-i williag lo make an 
extension of time or period of payment; 
but anything !'k« wholesale repudiation 
would be manifest,/ unjust.

fully admits it.' But a matter moro se- 
rious appcaw In como of tho remarks of 
Dr. Hunter, wjth respect to theso (waters. 
Ho, the'Reovo, tho chief magutratc of the 
village, .says that it ia ipot unlikely that if 
I had ventured lo go mju\f. to J>w( ibe 
bills, that tho righteous indignation of 
the people woald induce them to Commit 
somo outrage upon me. Now, recollect 
this su^gefltion comes from tho adminis- 
trator of law in tho village. We all know 
tho story about 4< Don't nail hts e^r to 
tho pomp;" and we fiadlbi* model Rwe 

suggesting an outrago to be perpetrated 
under tho influence or what ho calls righ- 
teous iodignntion, really such; a sugges- 
tion ooaiing from any person would be 
rather suspicious, but from .the model 
UtWTO,— tho man who challenges public 
ixriitioy into his acts, — it U atmogely 
ifti^stivo of the fact, that animated by 
vindictive pas5ions inculcated by their 
leader, it woold bo dangerous to venture 
withi.i the clutches of the tribe who have 
their ipSttVt apito whetted into feiocity 
by the oyster supers and whiskey fixings 
BO lavishiy and frequently supplied them 

by\hcir model leaderi and ho, too, the 
Uccvcof the place, befiuc whom most like- 
ly, the outrage would 1ft tried. Ho has 
given them a guide asno what the decis- 
ion might bo ; ho has found an excuse 
for the crime by furnishing theni with a 
naL'*c for Iho motive, and I rnakc no doubt 
4t hatover they do, they will, — under his 
'auspice* (provided 1hcy are of tho right 
.stripe) — ft on h brought in guilty of 
u Hightcou^ Indigqatiuii." What would 
bo tho Uecvc's t^i tf righteous indigna- 
tion, if poetical justice was to be the rule 
in this village ? . I<*t *ho.-e who have euf- 
fered from, and stt?l feel the effect of his 
enormities, ansuer. 

He, unfortunately, i* led to rnakc the 
following vauut; " Twt^o elected to the 
most honourable oIBco in th'J peoplc'agifta 
— so tWs circumstanco alone proves suf- 
ficiently, that my neighbors, who have 
koown mo longer than MoMa^ter, absolve

I belioyt 1 only by a majority of one — the 
lowest on Ihe poll. Mr. Sutherland de- 
clined being Itceve. Mr. Cooke declined 
being Heevc ; and Dr. Hunter, by his 
own vote, joined with their**, by a 
majority ofouCtKot to be Kccvo in tbat 
Council. Well, has he retained thoopin* 
ion of those two gentlemen, who assisted 
him so generously by waiving their own 
claims in hib favor. Tho publio know 
well enough that ho has not. My his 
underhand practices, ho has lo^t their eg* 
teem, and iu revenge, has become their 
most active, unscrupulous opponent and 
undermining enemy.

nnd Attempting lo fo-co h:s mraturca 
through in aplto of tho opjmsiiimt of the 
people, ho hoa succeeded in compelling 
them to Appeal to ibo tribuuaU of the 
Country for Kdrcst. oud ohloinlng a judg- 
ment Dgaiuit the Council, which deiiq 
nntcft their conduct oa tho "moil danger 
ou* .excercite of power over atternptt-d 
to bo imumcd.'V And tho people, in 
doing this, aro Iniuhtd in tuy pertoDi by 
attempting tu throw odium on mo on ao- 
count of iho loaS o( money Incurred in 
bringing them to reaion— though (t cat* 
bo proved that Dr. Hunter laid ho knew 
from tho drat tho Uy-Lawa would ho 
nutihed. hut that ho thought by pereo 
vcring in oppotinK thopcoplo they would 
ultimately get tired ol tho lawsuit end 
drop it." iTtfl I trust beforo llio peoples 
friends iro done, llwill bo found that the 
Court will order tho cov.a to bo pild by 
Dr# junior nnd his friends in tho Coun- 
cil* who by. their mad and dangeroue ai- 
•untptiqn ofrpowor drove uitolhia.iha 
only method wo could dflvlte tor redress- 
ing our triovaocoa, ao tint Dr. ()uoler*a 
canting Tamflfitalfons about the loss of 
money to iho village will bo sufficiently 
mat by compelling ihoao who ceut?d tho 
lora to pay It nut of their own pockety 
and not out of ours.* 1 find, to do full 
justice to rnyaotft to Dr. Hunter and to 
iho publici I must oxtaud this already 
lengthy lettpr*
